The Dominion government’s bill 
to give into the hands of the Dominion 
parliament full control of granting or 
withholding export licenses for elect- 
ric power, is going through parlia- 
ment and will become law. But the 
private bill which was to have been 
brought in by a speasor for the Ontar- 

‘io Hydro Electric Commission for the 
export of 110,000 horse power to New 
York State has been withdrawn. In 
the circumstances the bill would have 
been useless,

One of the main features of the

| railways to make contracts with cer- 
lain shippers on a basis of agreed 
charges. Water rates between the At- 
lantic and Pacific seaboard through 
the Panama canal wil lulso be regul- 
ated. The agreed charges plan for the 
railways which has been adopted suc- 
cessfully in the United Kingdom, will 
not be discriminatory, Mr Howe 
claims, as clarges will also be avail- 
able to smaller shippers as well as 
larger and anyone believing he hasn't 
been fairly treated may bring his case 
belore the transport board.

Hitler has preached the glory of the 
German race to serve as an opiate for 
the rigid rule established.

At the Lethbridge Experimental 
Station an acre of permanent irrigat- 
ed pasture yielded feed equal to four 
tons of alfalfa, 108 bushels of barley 
or 81 bushels of wheat in a_ single 
year. This was the average for 10.6 
acres. 

DO YOU KNOW-—- that listing sho- 
vels will adapt your _ stiff-toothed 
Field Cultivator for emergency drift- 
ing control? 

Remove all shovels and equip the 
machine with listing shovels on the 
rear row of shanks only, at approx- 
imately 3-foot intervals.

Ploughless fal- 
lowing has been widely developed to 
preserve trash covers for preventing 
soi} drifting and it has been observed 
that wild oats are disappearing or 
have completely vanished from fields 
that have not been ploughed for sev- 
eral years. 

This is occomplished, undoubtedly, 
by keeping the Oats near the surface 
where it will germinate instead oi 
turning it under with a plough to lay 
dormant until thenext ploughing

The grasshopper conditions tor 
1938 in Alberta continue to be ex- 
tremely serious, the tederal depart- 


ment states, and will require that the 
province continue its widespread and 
well organized control campaign to 
avoid ruinous losses of crop in very 
large districts. The most striking fea- 
tures of the situation are the increase 
in the very severely infested district 
between Lethbridge and Calgary, the 
eastward spread of infested territory 
in the south, and the northward ex- 
tension of the infested area. Fortun- 
ately a great proportion of ehe in- 
crease of the territory involved is but 
lightly infested and will not require 
organized control. In any area where 
grasshoppers were noticeably abund- 
ant in 1937 farmers should be on the 
alert in the early season.

Spring now has come, and the far- 
mers’ thoughts turn to the fields 
which are to provide the tamily living. 

Implements will be repaired and 
cleaned, the seeder receiving particu- 
lar attention. Wise farmers ere this 
have made their arraugements 
good seed, and are now considering 
the problem of treating against smut. 

Seed treatment is as old as history. 
Virgil in his immortal poem on farm- 
ing “The Georgics”, written about 35 
B. C., tella us-— 

“Ott have | seen a sower dress his 

seed 

With soda and black lees of olive 

oil.” 
but the modern farmer has the choice 
of several better methods. 

The old standby Formaldehyde 
the cheapest, but must be made up of 
exactly the correct strength, else the 
germination of the seed may be dam- 
aged. 

The new mercurial dusts-—- Ceresan 
and Leytoson— are becoming increas- 
ingly popular. While more expensive, 
they have several advantages over 
Formaldehyde. In the first place the 
dusts control not only stinking smut, 
but also to a great extent root rot 
bacteria, thus promoting a more gen- 
erous and healthier rooting system, 
which in turn helps to keep down 
weeds; all tending, therefore, to bring 
about higher yields.
